The decision of the Supreme Court in the Vandemark 


case, which holdi, that the lav, placing cities in certain 
classes, and fixing their salaries, according to the grade a 
city is in is unconstitutional, has gone a good deal further 
than many thought at the time it was given. 


It now develops that the city council is receiving a 


salary of $120 a year, the amount that the present law 
allows them. A short time ago they were figuring that if 
the census showed the city had 2o,000' people the salary 
could be raised to $240 a year. 


Now it looks as if the council wilhhave to serve with- 


out any salary as they did in the good old da>i> when men 
were content to do so for the honor that attached to the 
office. 


The attention of the legislature will be called to the 


present situation to see if some measure of relief cannot be 
obtained. Another question also arises. 
If the law is 


illegal, vvill the councilmen have to pay back the money 
they have already received?
